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BUS OPERATORS 
TO FIGHT MEASURE 
NOW IN CONGRESS 


Localized Regulation 
Of Interstate Route 
Protested 
Special from A, D. N. Washington Bureau 


ASHINGTON, May 27. 
—Motor bus operators 


are making a determined fight | 


against the first effort of 
Congress to localize regula- 
tion of passenger buses in in- 
terstate commerce. 

Their first strong 
lodged today with the House Com- 
mittee on Interstate Foreign 
Commerce. 

The first move of the bus Op- 
erators is directed against the 
measure passed by the Senate 
and now pending in the House, 
which provides for Federal reg- 
ulation of the bus traffic over 
the Pennsylvania-Camden, N. J., 
bridge and in the new Hudson 
river tunnel between New York 
and Jersey City. 

S. A. Markel, chairman of the 
legislative committee of the bus 
board of the American Automo- 
bile Association, today declared 
that the measure, if enacted, 
would set a dangerous precedent, 
paving the way for class 
tion in other sections 
country. 

He also contended that the bill 
Was nothing more than a traffic 
regulatory measure, and that it 
conferred a power upon the states 
which they now possess in their 
vested police authorities, AS a 
measure to regulate interstate com- 
merce, he asserted, it inapplic- 
able and inimical to the public in- 
terests. 

Mr. Markel declared that the 
Senate hearing on the measure 
had been “arranged so quietly 
and unexpectedly that no one 
but a few interested parties knew 
of it until the bill was ready for 
a report.” He declared that “the 
most interested persons,”’ the bus 
men and the public which utilizes 
bus service, had not been given 
an opportunity to appear in oppo- 
Sition to the measure, and asked 
that the House committee afford 
all who desire it the right to 

make their views known. 

Markel presented exhaustive fig- 
ures to refute the claims in the} 
Senate that if buses were permitted 
to operate indiscriminately through 
the tunnel and over the bridge, a 
chaotic condition,would ensue. 

As a result of his presentation, 
Bus Board and A. A. A. officials | 
regarded it as improbable that the 
committee will report the bill out 
to the House, at least at the pres- 
ent session of Congreas.

Diamonds Used in 
Auto Manufacture 


Detroit, May 27.—In the use of 
diamonds the Paige-Detroit Mo- 
tor Car Company has added an-« 
other item to the list of articles 
and equipment needed in auto- 
motive manufacturing. 

The company has found them 
invaluable in machine operations 
on connecting rods to insure fin« 
ishing within the close limits re< 
quired for perfect operation in the 
engines, 

In the final reaming of the 
bronze bushings in the small end 
of the connecting rods it is neces« 
sary to prevent the least variation 
in diameter, for these bushings, 
which surround the wrist pins, are 
vital elements in the engine. They 
carry the varying loads imposed 
through the piston pins during the 
power, exhaust, intake, and com- 
pression strokes Not only must 
they fit perfectly, but their bores 
must be absolutely true in order 
that the pistons may operate 
freely 

With the diamond reamer now 
used by Paige, bushing after bush- 
ing is turned out without the least 
variation. Other cutting materials 
cannot give the game results, be- 

cause only the diamond—the hard- 
est substance known—can be so 
used without. wearing down. Any 
other material will wear enough to 
cause a difference in the diameter 
of the bores. As turned out in the 
Paige factory, the bushings, dia- 
mond-reamed, are virtually perfect,
